Satarday Mr. Oberly paid special atten- 
tion to the national election laws, and 
asserted that they ought to be repealed. 
He gave his hearers what he alleged to 
be the substance of the objectionable 
part of the election laws, and in order 
that we do him no injustice on this 
point we quote from the Review of this 
morning (he following portion of its 
synoptical report ot' his speech: "The 
law also provides that, 'in such a case, 
any two citizens may petition the U. S 
marshal for, ami obtain any number )l 
special deputies for each of the election 
districts of such cities. 
And these 


deputies may, without legal process, on 
the day of the election, arrest anyone 
suspected of an intention to vote ille- 
gally." Mr. Obeily dwelt particularly 
upon this alleged right of deputy mar- 
shals to "arrest anyone suspected of an 
intention to vote illegally," and it was 
really the maio point of his whole speech 
In order to show how little dependence 
is to be placed in the assertions of Dem- 
ocratic orators — even wben the orator 
is a man of more than ordinary charac- 
ter for fairness, as Mr. Oberly is gener- 
ally supposed to be — we give below the 
entire section of the election law de- 
ficing the duties of United States mar- 
shals and their general and special dep- 
uties : 


SEC. 
2022. The marshal and Ins general 


deputies, and such special deputies, shall 
keep the peace, and support and protect 
the supervisors of election in the dis- 
charge of their duties, preserve order at 
auch places of registration aril at such 
polls, prevent fraudulent registration and 
fraudulent vnlin^ thereat, or fraudulent. 
conduct on the part of any officer of elec- 
tion, and immediate!}, either at the 
place of registration or polling place, or 
elsewhere, and either before or after icg- 
istering or voting, ta arrest and take into 
custody, with or without proceFS, any 
person who commits, or attempts or off- 
ers to commit, any ot Hie acts or offenses 
prohibited herein, nr who commiisnny 
offense against tlio laws of the United 
Slates; but no persou ahull be arreett-d 
without process for anj offense But com- 
raited in tne presence of the marshal or 
his general or Mpccial deputies, or either 
of them, or of the snp.-rvisnrs of dediftn 
or either of them, and, for the purposes 
of arrest or the preservation of the peace, 
the supervisors of elcrtnn shall, in iht 
absence of the marshal's keputies. or il 
required to assist sucb deputies, have the 
tanie duties and powers as deputy mar- 
ahala;nor shall any person, on the day of 
such election, be arres'ed without pro- 
cess for any offense committed on the 
day of registration. 


Ii the section we have quoted con- 


tains any authority to make arrests upon 
nuptciun we have been unable to dis- 
cover it. 
What shall be said of a po- 


litical party which can find no better 
argument to offer the public than a 
promise to .repeal laws which do not 
exist? What shall be said of a man 
who seeks to cry down the opposite 
party by charging up to it the responsi- 
bility for pausing obnoxious laws which 
cannot be found on the statute book? 
Mr. Uberiy cannot plead ignorance on 
this matter; he pretended to quote law 
which he knew was not law. lie is no 
ignoramus; he knows what the election 
laws contain as well as anybody, 
fie 


tried to mislead his hearers, whom be pre- 
sumed to be unacquainted with the letter 
of the law, and he repeatedly referred 
to the alleged duty of the deputy mar- 
shals to arrest upon suspicion, thus 
saefcing to emphasize his misstatement 
of the law aod to impress it more per- 
fectly »pon the minds of bin bearers. 
We regret to be forced to the conclu- 
sion- that so fair-mjedei} a man as Mr. 
Oberly may allow his seal for his party 
to owtaamc his natural love of truth.

tried to drink it, but was unable to 
"It makes me feel worse," he said 
seeming to realize that even water ha< 
lost its helpful power. Then one of th 
eclectic watchers suggested that Dr 
Tanner should drink hot water, as hot 
as could be taken wilhout scaiding 
This was designed, it was said, to stim 
ulate the gastric follicles of the stom 
ach. Dr. Tanner assented, and when 
the hot water was procured he drank 
about two mouthfuls; then he went im 
mediately to his cot and lay down with- 
out removing his clothing, being cover- 
ed with blankets. This morning's drive 
was varied by a visit to the Roman 
Catholic Cathedral, which the party 
visited about 7 a. m. to hear part of the 
morning mass and examine the interior 
of the building. After writing an ac- 
knowledgment ,of the use of a pair ol 
scales, which will soon probably be con- 
spicuously placarded in thej streets, the 
Doctor finding hitnselt sick, took to his 
bed and 
refused to be comforted 


Waking, he read the mail. 
He fell 


asleep again. 
When he was once more 


awake about 10 a. m., he talked a little 
but seemed in anything but a cheerful 
frame of mind.
